REPEAT BUSINESS, 
AMATEUR THAT IS, SUH! 


I wonder how many people 
remember when you used to dig 
down in the junk box and come 
up with a tuning condenser that 
had been there for years. Capa- 
city unknown, insulation good, 
contacts fair, pretty easy to 
mount although some _ special 
hardware would have to be made. 
After counting the plates, cal- 
culating the area, the spacing 
and a dozen more considerations, 
you finally come up with what 
you think is the approximate 
capacity of the condenser. 

Having decided this you cal- 
culated the number of turns to 
put in the tank coil for 160 
meters. You stretch the wire 
across the back yard, (the neigh- 
bors after much curiousity de- 
cide you are nuts) put 70 turns 
on the 8 inch form, stick it in 
the rig and nothing happens. Oh! 
for a grid dipper. Whatsa grid 
dipper. 

After much cut and try you 
finally got a nice dip. Fine busi- 
ness, so you fire up. A chap calls 
and says you are out of the 
band, the eighty meter band that 
is, not 160 So you do it all over 
(that is, if you have the fire) 
and find out that you only need- 
ed 76 turns to hit 160. A measly 
6 turns more. This was an era 
when you built a rig with what 
you had. 

I still have my three stage 
TRF receiver built from a MAR- 
MON automobile door. (Who re- 
members a MARMON with the 
all aluminum body?) Looked 
pretty good, too. 

This was an era when you saw- 
ed across the base of your 81 
rectifers and made an X air gap 
so you could put more than the 
rated hot stuff on them. When 
you took 201As and tied the 
grids and plates together and 
used them for rectifers cause you 
didn’t have anything else. You 
wound nice thousand (more or 
less) R. F. chokes on broom 
handles. Yes, this was an era. 


It was certainly welcome when 
it became possible to buy R. F. 
chokes, plug-in coils, vernier 
dials and tubes made especially 
for transmitting. However, the 
era of being able to buy the 
proper components and build a 
rig according to your own ideas 
has almost passed. 

There is still mobile, VHF, CW, 
and lots of AM where this era 
still holds forth but for many it 
is in the past. I own my 8rd store 
bought transmitter. 

You can buy anything except 
a wife in kit form and from any- 
body. There are many factors 


which have brought this trans- 
formation to “store bought gear” 
about. Probably the biggest con- 
tributor is the fear of TVI That 
little phrase “TVI suppressed” 
has influenced lots of peopie in- 
cluding myself. 

The unfortunate part about this 
transformation is that it has 
placed the “ball” in the hands of 
the manufacturers. There is ter- 
rific competition for the ama- 
ture dollar. That is, the first 
amateur dollar. Seems to me 
there is very little bid made for 
the second dollar or repeat busi- 
ness. 

I own a receiver made by one 
of the oldest and here-to-for, 
most respected names in ama- 
teur circles. Some four months 
ago I sent a two page type-writ- 
ten letter to them in which I 
stated my reasons for selecting 
their product over a clase com- © 
petitive make. I wrote further of. 
the nature of the trouble I was 
having and asked their sugges- 
tions. I was forwarned by one 
of the largest distributors on 
the Atlantic coast that I wouldn’t 
hear a scratch from them. He’ 
was correct, I haven’t heard one! 
word. i 

I had occasion recently to see 
the instruction book of a wellg 
known manufacturer on thei 
sideband transmitter. Three quar- 
ters of a page was used i 
calling out the test equipmen 
necessary for servicing this 
transmitter. This test equipment 
would cost easily three time reed 

e 


price tag of the rig, or thre 
thousand dollars. I contacted the 
authorized service agency for this ¥ 


manufacturer and was told that j 


they had given it up because they. 
couldn’t afford the test equip- 
ment. This same manufacturer 
took a solid month to send a 
replacement power transformer. 
Woe be unto the owner who de- 
velopes trouble with this rig. 


Moral to this is, if you buy 
on, try to be a millionaire be- 
cause the most painless way, if 
you develope trouble is to get 
rid of the pesky thing. 

Contrast this with the manu- 
facturer who makes a_ quality 
product and calls out a scope, a 
vacuum tube voltmeter, a 100ks 
osc. and an audio generator (if 
you have it) for their sideband 
rig of the same power. This gear 
with the exception of possibly the 
scope is in most ham _ shacks. 
Which manufacturer do you think 
really has the amateurs inter- 
ested of heart and wants repeat 
business ? 


An after thought, better read 
the instruction book pages deal- 
ing wtih servicing ole buddy be- 
fore you select that piece of

UHF BAND SHIFTED 


Now that the Senate has granv- 
ed its consent to the Geneva Ra- 
dio Regulations as well as to the

The Old Grouch — Autocall 
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YESTER YEAR 


Once upon a time, many, many 
years ago, I lived in a small town 
of little consequence. My father 
had the very important and of- 
ficial task of turning the ELEC- 
TRIC street lights on along down 
town Main Street. You may not 
believe it, but there were very few 
electric lights in the surrounding 
homes. We lived near the small 
municipal steam generating plant 
and as you can guess, “Electri- 
city’’ was a very important sub- 
ject in our household. It was our 
work and hobby, our life-blood, 
even at the age of six. 


We built boats, wagons, sleds, 
gun-powder cannons, kites — it 
was about the time I invented 
“Perpetual-Motion”™ You see I 
had amassed a huge store-house 
of information on things scien- 
tific. My father had given me a 
long lecture on dynamos. In the 
old days, this was a DC Motor, or 
Generator, depending on whethe 
it was driven by a power belt to 
generate electricity, or connected 
to batteries and run as a motor. 


I convinced all the kids in the 
neighborhood that what we need- 
ed was two dynamos. As scarce as 
they were, we dug up two of them 
and set about immediately to 
build a paddle wheel to drive 
them. Our mothers had repeatedly 
warned us about playing too near 
the river, but we managed to get 
the whole mess all hooked up, 
“our apparatus”. The Paddle 
Wheel was turning, the generator 
was generating. We stood by 
breathlessly, waiting to throw 
the switch which would take this 
generated current to the motor 
which in turn was coupled to the 
generator. By this time a large 
crowd had gathered. I finally got 
up enough nerve, and threw the 
switch. Everything came to a 
grinding halt, the motor, the gen- 
erator, and the paddle-wheel. By 
this time, I was frantically try- 
ing to figure what went wrong, 
the crowd was getting bigger, I 
wished we had performed our ex- 
periment in secret. 


It was my first “failure.” I 
was branded a “nut”. I was first 
kidded unmerciful, then ignored 
most completely. I next set out 
to build a DC transformer, hoping 
to get several thousand volts 
from a few dry-cells. I tried and 
tried to no avail. You would have 
thought by now I would have 
learned my lesson. But no — I 
talked a friend into helping me 
hook up a telegraph to his house 
from mine. We used the river for 
one conductor and the local water 
main for the other. By this time 
we were working in secret. Well, 
after about a year of failures, we 


finally got a signal across, but 
we had to use wire. Ford spark 
coils did the trick, but we burned 
up the trees badly for lack of in- 
sulation on the wires. 


The die was cast, this “wireless 
business” was here to stay. So 
after more years than I care to 
mention, I’m still trying. You 
see, I did build a “DC Transform- 
er” the other day, and it did work! 
It was far from perpetual-motion, 
my first failure. With the aid of 
these new fangled transistors and 
a lot of other people Know-How 
I can now step my DC car battery 
up to six or seven hundred volts 
and no trouble getting as much 
as 650 milliamperes! “No trouble” 
did I say? Well it took me nearly 
a year to find out. 


After winding about 15 of those 
toroid things, I had just about 
decided there was a limit to these 
things — not much better than a 
wet mop, for sopping up juice, 
you know electricty. After many 
weeks of reading, studying, 
sweating, and discussing this 
thing, even with experts, I fur- 
ther decided that either no one 
knew anything about this business 
or else they weren’t telling. So, 
if the information I am about to 
divulge is true or not, at least it 
helped me come up with the an- 
swer. 


First, select power transistors 
with high current gain, and sec- 
ond, operate them at the correct 
square-wave frequency. The con- 
verter transistor is merely a D.C. 
switch — be sure to operate it 
this way. The “rise-time” and 
“fall time” should be as instan- 
taneous as possible, no more than 
4 micro-seconds rise and no more 
than 10 micro-seconds fall time. 
Transistors with high collector 
saturation voltage usually have 
fast switching time, a most im- 
portant discovery. 


Good toroids best (with great- 
est efficiency) at the higher fre- 
quencies, just like any good high 
grade audio transformer up to 
fall-off frequency. Good power 
converter transistors operate best 
(with greatest efficiency) at 
square wave frequencies below 
2000 cycles, down to 100 eps and 
less. The trick is to select an op- 
erating frequency, usually 400 to 
1200 cycles with the least amount 
of sacrifice in losses in both the 
transistors and the toroid, work- 
ing together. 

Consider your D.C. converter as 
a bi-stable flip-flop oscillator, op- 
erating as a saturable square- 
wave inductive reactance. The 
fact that it is also a transformer 
is only secondary. Base bias and 
forwrd bias are adjusted to 
transistor cut-off condition with 
a dead short on the secondary

winding. Releasing this short, our 
bi-stable “teeter-totter” swings 
first one way kicking the bias 
inductively on the opposite leg, 
causing this side to out-pull the 
first side. This “see-saw” action 
is controlled by the saturation 
curve of the toroid which is es- 
sentially a “square loop” as op- 
posed to an “S” loop of most 
audio transformers. This is com- 
monly called the “BH” curve. 


Standard power transformers 
work under the assumption that 
the primary winding energizes 
the core which in turn imparts 
lines of force in the secondary 
180 degrees later in the cycle of 
events, and at no time does the 
core saturate. Not so with the 
effiecient operating toroid con- 
verter. Current (DC) in the pri- 
mary rises almost immediately 
(less than 4 microsec). In this 
brief space of time, the trans- 
former has done the job, current 
continues to flow at the crest 
of the square wave until it is 
cut off by the transistor “switch- 
ing action”’. 


With the discovery of “high- 
speed ferites, wherein the indi- 
vidual molecules are spinning on 
their own axis, in addition to 
their own orbit, we find a new 
source of torroid material which 
far exceeds what the hypersil 
steel band wrapped torroids can 
do. These ferite molecules “pre- 
cess” much like a gyro compass 
needle, causing’ each successive 
layer of molecules to “role-over” 
to a saturation point with very 
little coaxing from the rising DC 
flowing through the transistor 
“switch”’. 


Yes! The DC transformer is 
here. I may not have discovered 
it as I started out to do close to 
45 years ago, but I have perfected 
a 500 watt transformer and pow- 
er supply which you can hold 
in your hand and weighs less than 
two pounds. Takes DC in and puts 
DC out, and has beter regulation 
than any dynamotor you ever 
saw. So don’t belittle the young 
squirt who comes up with those 
wierd ideas— you might just have 
to eat those words some day. Hi.

HAM PUBLICITY! 


Who... How... Why... And 
When

“But, nobody knew about it!” 

A cry in the night... heard 
all too often when it comes to 
publicizing our activities. And 
it’s bad enough, boys and girls, 
when half of your club members 
don’t know what’s coming up 
next, but when you’ve gone and 
outdone yourself with some won- 
derful public service, such as 
paritcipation in SET, and NO- 
BODY (sob) hears about it! 

“We gotta have publicity!” 
shouted the club president. 

Sure you do. But how do you 
go about getting it? It may not 
be as hard as it seems. Let’s look 
at a few small facts. 

WHO ... could be you! If your 
club doesn’t have a publicity 
chairman, appoint one! Once ap- 
pointed, keep him informed of 
what YOU are doing, and what 
the club is going to do next. As 
well as writing a monthly column 
for that renowned monthly maza- 
zine for Florida Amateurs, he 
should keep the local press and 
radio supplied with a_ steady 
stream of news stories about 
your club, it’s members, and what 
they’re doing. 

HOW? Well. it doesn’t have to 
be done in the best literary style, 
but don’t send an item to your 
paper or radio station written on 
the back of an old envelope with 
a dull pencil stub, either! Expect 
your news releases to be edited 

. they probably will be . 
and don’t feel badly when they 
are. After all, the editor of your 
paper, and the news director of 
your radio station has a lot of 
other items to use, too. Don’t feel 
badly, either, if a lot of your 
stories DON’T get on the air, 
or in print. Perhaps they had all 
the local items they could use at 
that time.

If you participate in a commu- 
nity activity, and handle many 
messages for the public, this IS 
news. If you are planning on 
starting a new class for all peo- 
ple who may be. interested in 
ham radio, this IS news! Let 
them know about it! You may be 
surprised at the many people 
who may BEICOME interested in 
our hobby, just because your 
club did a good job on publicizing 
its activities! Along these lines, 
does your local newspaper or 
radio station have a _ current 
events feature? If so, be sure 
to let them know when, and 
where your club meets, so that 
people who might be interested 
in joining your club have the 
chance. It could be a very sim- 
ple announcement, such as, “The 
Podunk Radio Club will hold its 
regular meeting Tuesday night 
at 8 p.m., at the Community 
Center. All persons interested in 
amateur radio are cordially in- 
vited to attend.” That last line 
is the one that might well turn 
your club from a handful of bored 
hams with nothing to do, into a 
large club, bustling with activity! 

So, publicize your club, its ac- 
tivities, its members! You may 
be pleasantly surprised at the 
results!

Heck, you can read 
it all with regard to SCMs on 
Page 9€, October ’61 issue. See -— 
Election Notice — and when you 
do, take special not that this fine 
print notice was tucked away in 
a section dealing with routine 
AREC/Races howum and Traffic 
Topix. Note also that the mem- 
bers in Western Florida had ail 
of six days to file before October 
10 when Butler was automatical- 
ly re-elected SCM(W) for lack 
of any valid opposition. Probably 
in this case it was intentional. 
This is purely academic, as Kagey 
John has established. Don’t for- 
get though that a Technician type 
amateur who has held a license 
for two years and been a Full 

Member of the League for one 
vear is qualified for the office 
of SCM. Then the League uses

RACES 


The increase in public aware- 
ness in Civil Defense, and in 
learning what and how to pre- 
pare for safety of life in the event 
of an attack upon this country is 
growing steadily. This has re- 
sulted from the release of fact- 
aul information on the problems, 
the dangers that face this coun- 
try, and on the fact that every- 
one of us no matter where we 
live will be directly affected by 
any overt act that could lead to 
an enemy attack. 


Civil Defense organizations are 
growing in their capability to 
function in such an emergency, 
plans are being put into actual 
practice, and increased activity in 
all phases of emergency operation 
are being developed. 


The one field of prime import- 
ance to any emergency operation 
is communications, without it you 
are not operational. The develop- 
ment of every possible source of 
communications is a must for 
civil defense organizations. 

One of these is the Radio Ama- 
teur Civil Emergency Service 
(RACES). This service is a phase 
of amateur operation, carried on 
by licensed amateur radio stations 
while operating on specifically 
designated segments of the reg- 
ularly allocated amateur  fre- 
quency bands, in accordance with 
an approved civil defense com- 
munications plan, and under the 
direction of authorized local, re- 
gional or federal civil defense of- 
ficials. 

The Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Service is authorized 
to perform communications es- 
sential to the conduct of civil de- 
fense activities of duly authorized 
civil defense organizations, in- 
cluding communications directly 
concerning safety of life, pre- 
servation of property, mainten- 
ance of law and order, alleviation 
of human suffering and need and 
dissemination of warnings of 
warnings of enemy attack to the 
civilian population in case of ac- 
tual or impending armed attack 
or in any disaster or other inci- 
dent endangering the public wel- 
fare. 

RACES operations are con- 
ducted in accordance with written 
plans which are prepared at local 
levels, submitted to the State Of- 
fice of Civil Defense for approval 
and then transmitted to the Na- 
tional Office of Civil Defense 
and F.C.C. for final approval and 
licensing. 

Operations are conducted in ac- 
cordance with F.C.C. Rules and 
Regulations, Part 12, Subpart B, 
and in all cases not specifically 
covered by the regulations con- 
tained in Subpart B, licensed ama- 


FREQUENCiES UNCHANGED 


You will recall that the Geneva 
Radio Conference set up a special 
Panel of Experts to study the 
problems of congestion in the 
frequency bands 4-27.5 me., and 
that a preparatory committee, 
comprised of representatives 06 
all major US radio services, ha 
been meeting regularly in Wash- 
ington during the past two years. 

The Panel has now completed 
its work at the first session, held 
September 11-2°, 1961, in Geneva, 
Switzerland, and it is reassuring 
news to learn that there was no 
reference whatever to the allo- 
cation table or to the amateur 
service at any time during the 
session. The Panel concentrated 
or. various means of relieving con- 
gestion in the bands of other ser- 
vices, such as technical and op- 
erating improvements, transfer 
of activity to other portions of 
the spectrum (eg, vhf - uhf), 
technical and economic assistance 
to new and developing countries, 
avd the like. 

The successful outcome of the 
first session is in no small mea- 
sure due to the careful prepara- 
tion undertaken so far in advance, 
and is particular tribute to the 
«sbility of the Panel member 
chosen from the U.S. — Captain 
Paul D. Miles, of the Interdepart-_ 
ment Radio Advisory Committee,

is scheduled for March, 1963.

teur radio stations and operators 
(Subpart A, Part 12) which are 
not in conflict with Subpart B. 

There are now 24 counties with 
approved RACES plans, and 
plans are being prepared in Mon- 
roe, Hardee, St. Lucie and Frank-. 

It is hoped that 
other counties are working on 
plans. We would like to see every 
county have an approved RACES 
plan or be included in an adjacent 
county’s plan. 


Contact your county civil de- 
fense director and discuss the 
establishing of RACES in your 
county. If you need additional in- 
formation, sample plan. rules and 
regulations drop me a card or let- 
ter and I’ll send them. 

Such an organization doesn’t 
grow by itself, it takes someone 
to push it along, to bulldog it. 
This is a public service perform- 
ance on your part, a responsibility 
which is a part of your license 
and the privileges extended - to 
you as an amateur. Lets push for 
a many new RACES plans as 
possible, we would like to see a 
least 50 counties on the approve 
list by March, 1962.

TECHNICAL TIPS... 

This month, we will look at a 
simple way to get your transmit- 
ter on FSK. It is assumed that 
your transmitter has a VFO. 
This may be shifted the necessary

diode modulator. A brief explana- 
tion of how it works may be of 
interest.

a diode. You might thinkthat this 
would immediately lower the out- 
put frequency. However, the RF 
voltage which is present is re- 
ctified by the diode and charges 
the capacitor. The voltage thus 
built up on the capacitor is in 
the proper polarity to bias or 
block the diode. Thus, the diode 
quits conducting and the capaci- 
tor to effect the frequency, w2 
just let some current flow from 
an external source through the 
diode. This changes it from en 
oven circuit to a low resistance. 
Ry varying this current, we vary 
the diode resistance and cause 
more or less capacitance to be ef- 
fectively across the tuned circuit. 
Figure 2 illustrates this. 


A practical circuit is shown ia 
Figure 8. The capacitor C can 
be a mica or good ceramic unit 
and is connected to the cathode 
of the VFO tube. This is a fairly 
low impedance point and the cati- 
bration will be changed the least 
by this connection. It may be sol- 
dered int othe circuit or merelya 
wire wrapped around the tube 
pin. The diodes are good german- 
ium units, such as 1N69s or can 
be a 6AL5 if filament voltage -s 
provided. The parts shown in the 
dotted lines should be mounted in 
a small shield can and be as close 
to the VFO tube as possible.. The 
shift adjusting pot can be any 
ecnvenient place. Be sure to zet 
the voltage from a VR tube or 
other regulated source so that 
shift will be stable. The circuit is

THE GREAT 
TRANSATLANTIC TESTS 


This is the story that made 
World History in amateur radio, 
forty years ago this December 
(1921). Prior to these tests, it 
was only believed that we 
MIGHT be able to put a siguaal 
across the Atlantic. The Editor- 
ial Staff of FLORIDA SKIP has 
researched this great event, ob- 
tained special permission from 
ARRL to present this great story, 
in it’s original form as presented 
in QST so many years ago. 


We bring you the first install- 
ment in this issue, verbatum, with 
additional notes by our staff re- 
searchers in parenthesis. 


(PART I) 


“THIS Story of the Transatlantics 
By the Editor (Kenneth B. War- 
ner, 1BHW) 


The signals of some thirty-odd 
American amateur radio stations, 
working on the short wave 
lengths and low power permitted 
amateurs, were heard across the 
Atlantic Ocean in the second se- 
ries of Transatlantic Sending 
Tests conducted by the American 
Radio Relay League in Decer- 
ber, 1921. This is a story of that 
achievement. 


The First Attempt 

The possibilities of transat}an- 
tic tests were first presented tc 
the amateur world in 1920 dy Mr. 
M. B. Sleeper, at that time radio 
editor of “Everyday Engineer- 
ing.” It is a subject that intrigues 
the amateur — his greatest desire 
in life is to get “distance” with 
his equipment. It has wonderful 
possibilities, too, in opening the 
way to world-wide amateur ra'l‘o. 
The arrangement for the first 
tests in February of 1921 were 
going merrily along, then, when 
“Iiveryday Engineering” unfor- 
tunately was obliged to suspend 
nublication. Mr. Sleeper request- 
ed the A.R.R.L. to take over the 
management of the tests, whizh 
it did in order that his splendid 
idea might not be lost. In the lim- 
ited time remaining after our 
Operational Department took over 
the management it was not pos- 
sible to perfect arrangements as 
we would have liked, and the 
tests failed. Looking back at 
them now we believe we can as- 
cribe this to two causes: the 
length of time assigned the trans- 
mitting stations was altogether 
too short, and most of them were 
spark stations. At any rate no 
signals were received which un- 
questionably could be attributed 
io American stations. 

American ship-owners on tr2ns- 
ailantic runs had heard our sig- 
nals on the other side, however, 
and we of the A.R.R.L. were still

REMEMBER WHEN? 
RADIC TESTS 


Two-way television is accom- 
plished by having both a trans- 
mitting apparatus and a receiv- 
ing apparatus at either end of the 
live. Attempts at radio television, 
using essentially the same plan, 
have also been successful. 


The longest television trans- 
missicn accomplished so far by 
radio was between New York 
and Australia and back again. No 
attempt however was made to 
transmit a face in this test but 
merely a rectangle. 

The experimenters report that 
after travelling 20,000 miles, the 
rectangle still had four corners, 
although broken into pieces most 
of the time. The rise of television 
is an interesting story. The prin- 
ciples were worked out 50 years 
ago by a German scientist named 
Nipkow. He invented the scan- 
ning disk, engineering skill had 
not perfected either the call or 
the auxiliary apparatus suffici- 
ently to make the device work. 


In 1927, Alexanderson produced 
a picture three inches square. In 
1929, he managed to get one i4 
inches square and in 1930, televi- 
sion was used to produce a pictuve 
on the screen of a Schenectady 
movie theater. 


The Eell Telephone laborator- 
ies achieved one-way television 
over wires between New York 
and Washington April 7, 1927.
